Hugh McCar- 
i'cn's horses were tin- first to he taken off the ears 
and then followed those of W. O. Joplin. A. L. 
Kirby and J. B. Resitess. Harry White was on 
hand with a diagram of the reservations made for 
i different owners and as soon as a ear was un- 
loaded. the hors.* were led to the quarters assigned 
them on the course. It took altout three lamrs to 
unload the big train and long before sundown every- 
iiiimr was ship shai>e almut the track. The Latonia 
sjss-iul was last of the big shipments to get in.

Kentucky racing for 1910 has come to a close and a review of the season's results shows that Ken- 
tucky, whose thoroughbred interests are vastly greater Ilian those of any other section of the country, 
played its usual important part in American racing. While the three Kentucky racing associations that 
conducted meetings under the jurisdiction of tin- Kentucky State Racing Commission collectively raced for 
exactly the same number of day/i as iu 1909. the distribution of money in purses and stakes exceeded the 
tola! of the preceding year to the extent of $87,784. This year’s total distribution figures $355,999. against 
S2GS.215 in J!i09. representing a daily average distribution of $3,178.50, as against $2,304.09 last year. 

Each of the three tracks in the state — Louisville. Latonia and Lexington — conducted spring and fall 
meetings, occupying 112 days in all. At all three tracks the racing was of exceptional brilliancy and was 
attended by satisfactory financial results, to the gratification of those who have been advocating the pari- 
mutuel system of betting as a means to the rehabilitation of racing in America. The pari-mutuel method 
is the only tor in of betting that may legally lie employed in Kentucky, and the Kentuckians liave great 
faith in its efficiency as a cure for many of the ills that have beset the American turf. It seems to lie 
constantly growing in popularity with the patrons of Kentucky racing and 1911 will see it installed else- 
where as well. 

There are now no clouds on the Kentucky racing horizon. The long-standing controversy lietween the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission and the Latonia Jockey Club was finally setth-d during the year liy tlie 
coiirts in a manner that was in accord witli the contentions ol" the commissioners. The Latonia manage- 
ment gracefully accepted the decision and the utmost harmony now prevails, with the result that all con- 
cerned are united in a concerted and laudable effort to build up the siiort — -and are succeeding admirably. 
Ambitious plans have already been formulated for 1911 for all rhe tracks anil every effort will Ik* made to 
:-tlract the highest class of horses in training to the home of the thoroughbred.

SARATOGA ASSOCIATION PLANS FOR 1911. 



New Y'ork. November 22. — The directors of the 
Saratoga Association for tlie Improvement of the 
Breed of Horses have abundant faith in the future 
of racing in this state and are planning big tilings 
for 1911. They have decided upon an outlay of 
money next season proportions te with that of this 
year, and a quarter of a million dollars will l-e 
offered to horsemen in stakes. An official of the 
association is quoted as saying: 

“The question of racing days next year has not 
been touched upon except tentatively. Everything 
in that line depends entirely upon the stewards of 
the Jockey Club, who alone have the power to desig- 
nate the dates and number of days a racing meeting 
will have in this state. Under the raeing laws of 
this state no one track can bold more than forty 
days of racing over .it. Of course. Saratoga would 
lie willing to accept the limit of days if tln-y were 
handed ont to it. But as there art- other " raeing 
associations under the jurisdiction of tlie Jockev 
Club their claims must be considered. It is certain, 
however, that there will be at least twenty-four days 
of racing at Saratoga, with a probability that tiie 
meeting may consume thirty actual days of racing ”

AMERICAN METHODS OF TRAINING. 

Interesting Sketch of the Daily Routine of the 
Trainer of an Important Stable. 

The first rays of light were crimsoning the east 
wlieu a trap was driven at a short trot- up to the 
gates of a stable at the race course aud a colored 
man stood at attention aud touched his cap in answer 
to the salutation of his arriving employer, whose 
greeting was a curt good morning, followed by the 
peremptory order, “Get them out.” Half a dozen 
smart boys iu corduroys aud loggias o|H-ned as many 
box stall doors and led forth tlieir charges saddled 
and bridled ready for the track and whatever work 
the trainer might see fit to impose. 

Before leaving tbe home quarters for the course 
the horses were marshaled in line aud tbe trainer 
passed each one, inspecting them critically and 
searching for any evidence of unsound ness on the 
part of the animal or of carelessness on tbe part of 
the employee. Nothing escaped his sharp eye, and 
when he was satisfied that all was right he said 
laconically: “Get up.” aud, turning on his heel, 

walked toward the training track, the horses follow- 
ing in Italian file. 

The head lad. so called, though on this occasion 
tlie mau in question was upward of fifty, brought 
up the rear. Kacb boy sat bis uiouut with the 
greatest care, evidently beut upon mustering the 
trade of jockey in time aud becoming a famous 
horseman. Upon reaching tlie course the boys lined 
tip their horses once more aud tlie trainer began 
issuing his instructions. 

It was a mild canter or a brisk gallop for this 
bunch, a sharp work-out uuder pressure for another 
pair ami trotting skirmish, perhaps, for the others, 
the work of all varying according to I heir engage- 
ments and the amount of preparation they required 
to put them in slia|>e for their races, or. ouce ready 
for the test, necessary to keep them at their best. 
The horses were as a rule worked in pairs, and as 
they breezed or galloped at speed tbe trainer stood 
grim and silent, watch iu band, to note how fast 
t hey moved. 

Sometimes the jockeys or jockey under contract 
to the stable ride in the work, but there is scarcely 
a racing establishment which does not possess one 
or more -boys whose forte is this working of race 
horses. Though some of them have never ridden in 
public races they surpass the professional jockeys as 
judges of pace: that is, they can obey orders to the 
letter and know intuitively bow fast they are going, 
and these boys are very often preferred to tbe pro 
fessional riders <>n suc-b occasions. 

With such lads in the saddle the trainer, whose 
orders may have been given for a mile in two min- 
utes or a mile anti a quarter in 2:10. has little 
worry, but if the boy is a new one to the business 
there is always tbe duty of waving him ou or stop- 
ping him if be is coming too fast or too slow, as 
the case may be. This is accomplished with a hand- 
kerchief, the riders having been instructed to watch 
for the signal. 

All the ltorses were trotted and walked for per- 
haps half an hour -before they were ready for the 
hard work of the day. As each pair pulled up before 
the trainer their mouths were sponged by attend- 
ants aud onee more they were aligned for inspection. 
Feet and legs were examined, after which their 
bodies, glistening with sweat, were scraped. This 
was followed by a cooling application of l*ody wash, 
composed generally of equal parts of witch hazel 
aud alcohol, although some trainers have special 
preparations of their own containing other ingredi- 
ents. 

After a thorough bath in this the rubbing cloths 
were brought into play, the result being a beautiful 
bloom to the coat and a horse ready for his break- 
fast. Each horse is permitted to have half a dozen 
swallows of water and is blanketed heavily or lightly, 
according to the season. Then the start for home is 
made. In each box stall at the stable a bundle of 
savory bay picked thoroughly until only tbe purest 
timothy is left is to lie found, and after the feet have 
been cleansed of dirt, each hoof being lifted in 
turn, carefully picked with the steel hoof pick each 
man carries in his pocket, with rubber and scraper 
as companions, tbe frog is washed with a sponge and 
water. The legs are then rubbed vigorously for a 
few minutes and bandages with rolls of cotton be- 
neath them are applied. 

While the horses are munching their hay the men 
and boys breakfast in one part of the big dining 
room or kitchen reserved for each owner nt the 
track, the trainer partaking of the morning meal 
alone in another portion of the hailding unless the 
owner or some of his friends or an acquaintance of 
the trainer should be on band. 

It is a treat for an outsider to share in one of 
these race track breakfasts. Tlie cooks employed 
are generally negroes or Chinamen, and the fare Is 
delicious, as a rule. Colored men are born bread 
and roll makers, and nothing could be more inviting 
than the table spread on snob occasions. The coffee, 
roils and bacon and eggs would need no sharpening 
of the appetite to make them enjoyable, but with 
the pure air of the morning acting as an aid to 
appetite the pleasures of the table are enhanced. 

Breakfast over, the rations of the various horses 
are doled out by the trainer or head lad — always by 
the former when the man knows his job thoroughly 
and bestows' the attention upon his charges which 
the responsible position demands. Some thorough- 
breds are gluttons for food, just as some are for 
work, and require larger rations than others, while 
still others have to lie coaxed with dainties. 

The man who understands the details of the 
trainer’s calling makes a study of the individual 
tastes of each and every horse in his charge. It 
is for this reason that tbe best men in the profession 
not only, allot the feed each horse is to have but see 
that it has all been cleaned up. making a tour of the 
stalls an hour or so after feeding time for that 
purpose. 

Another matter to which tlie capable trainer gives 
close attention is the condition of the wooden or 
zinc boxes in which the horses are fed. Some train- 
ers do not have these cleaned regularly, but allow 
them to become sour and unappetizing. The up-to- 
the-minute trainer sees that his feed boxes are 
scoured and scalded with boiling water every day 
and that there are no sour accretions of food in the 
corners to stale the appetite of a fastidious filly 
or a cranky gelding. 

The horses having been fed and watered the bed- 
ding in each stall is shaken down, the bandages on 
the absolutely sound horses are removed and the feet 
and legs of those not under suspicion are looked over, 
for eternal vigilance is the price of safety on the 
race course, as elsewhere. If any of the horses 
need plating, and all of those that are to race that 
ihiv must be freshly shod, the trainer qow follows 
bis charges to the smithy, if one be convenient, 
or, generally speaking, he goes to a particular stall 
in his own stable, where his own blacksmith, em- 
ployed by the month, dot's the work. 

The plate or shoe is an exceedingly light protee 
lion of steel or aluminum for the rim of the hoof. 
In cast's where tbe horse is to race over a muddy 
«r holding track plates with rims and sometimes 
toes are worn. The blacksmith, or plater, as he 
is called by the profession, operates almost wholly 
under the direction of the trainer if the man is in 
the class that commands a yearly retainer of $10,000 
and upward, and there are not a few who belong 
there. 

Tlie foot has to be trued, and for this purpose a 
small slab of marble is used, the cutting being 
continued until tlie lioof is perfectly level. All 
horses are not shod alike, and it is here again that 
the master of his trade shows to advantage. Thor- 
oughbreds haven’t as many faults of gait to l»e cor- 
rected- as are found among their cousins of the trot- 
ting turf, hut occasionally one is encountered that 
calls for all the farrier’s skill and the expert knowl- 
edge of the practical trainer combined. 

There are some trainers who want to see every 
nail driven, and it need scarcely be added that they 
are the men whose names are found at or near the 
top of the winning list each year. Not a few of 
the experts have graduated from the plating trade 
themselves, and they naturally know all the fine 
points of the trade. 

The horses having been galloped, rubbed down, 
fed. plated and thoroughly put away, to use a race- 
track expression, tbe trainer makes his entries for 
tbe following day, and then has a few hours to 
himself, or at his hooks, for most of them keep a 
record of every work-out of each of the horses in 
their care. The importance of keeping a record is 
apparent. A horse may la- receiving a special prepa- 
ration for one of the big prizes of the turf. No man 
ran afford to trust his memory for particulars of 
that horse’s work, especially when |x-rhaps there are 
a score or more other Ijorses in the same man’s 
charge. Hence the inniortaiice of keeping a record 
so that there shall lie no mistakes, for one work tori 
many or one too few might destroy the razor edge 
and dull flip candidate’s sliced. 

There are a few men training horses in America 
who can prepare a horse for a fixed event, and with- 
out giving him a public try-out in an actual race 
can toll within a fraction of a second how fast lie 
should run on a <-ertaiii day. This faculty is one 
of the features which distinguishes the master mind 
at the business. Other men have to race their horses 
into condition, and on the day of the big event tin- 
general public knows as much about the speed and 
stamina of tbe contestant as the owner. 

Not the least of the trainer’s troubles, especially 
if tbe stable lie trains for is the possessor of a 
fashionable jockey, is the making of engagements 
for the rider. Natnrallv the trainer Is careful in 
the selection of the laiv’s mounts, for lie wauls to 
have him ready to fulfill tin* engagements of the 
home stable at all times, and horses of bad tamper 
which would be liable to injure the jockey are 
shunned, as are some trainers and owners whose 
charges perform inconsistently. 

Some of the trainers refuse to have anything to 
do with tin- riding engagements of their jockeys, 
that work lieing entrusted to an agent, who as a 
rale pays thp feed pills and employees and looks 



after some of the minor deftils almut tlie stable. 

Work or play, as the occasion demands, briugs lilt* 
trainer tip to luncheon time, after which meal be 
takes bis field glasses and starts for tlie grandstand, 
leaving instructions with liis bead lad what horses 
are to be raced that day and the time they are ex- 
pected to bo in the paddock. At the course tlie 
trainer meets his friends and perhaps has half an 
hour’s conversation with his employer, whose busi- 
ness may have kept him away from the morning 
gallops for a week or more. 

If this is tlie rase lie has to report progri'ss made 
by tlie horses, the condition of some horse which is 
perhaps being pointed for a big race or sometimes 
when the owner is a heavy speculator for a coup in 
a selling or overnight race where the purse is often 
given to the jockey for winning it: sometimes the 
owner, who may tie a close student of the turf, 
is consulted about the small races in which the 
horses are to be mu. but as a general rule the 
trainer uses his own judgment about this, and tlie 
man who only pays the bills is only asked for advice 
when a stake program is issued. 

Another topic which may be discussed between 
the owner and his trainer on such occasions is the 
condition of the other horses in training, for these 
men who live at the courses aud who often eke out 
tlieir wages with an occasional wager must have 
their eyes constantly open if they are to succeed. 
Occasionally a friend on the outside with a liking for 
an oral wager gets some iKiints on the day’s card, 
and Is-tween this and gossiping with fellow trainers 
tlie time is passed till racing begins. 

it is the rule that all horses must lie in the pad- 
dock at least half an hour before the race in which 
they are engaged, and the careful man never leaves 
the enclosure until he lias whispered his final in- 
»t ructions to tlie jockey and seen him safely in the 
saddle. Saddling tlie horse is never entrusted to 
any hands but his own. 

The pads art' placed so that the points of tlie 
shoulders are protected from bruises, and tlie sad- 
dle. sometimes a combination of aluminum anil 
leather and weighing not much more than a imutnl, 
is strapped securely in place with double girths. 
After the saddle has lieen fastened each of tin* 
horse's forelegs i§ drawn forward in turn so that 
there may lie no wrinkling of the tender skin in 
the brisket, for it is only natural to suppose that 
the horse would stride with greater freedom if free 
from pain or chafing. 

His charge once out upon tlie track ready for the 
contest, the trainer either secures a position in the 
stand where lie can watch every foot of the race, 
or goes into the infield, where lie has greater free- 
dom of action. It is an absolute impossibility for 
some men under stress of excitement to restrain 
their emotions, and it is men of this class as a rule 
who view the running of tlieir horses from the field. 
They are generally accompanied by a friend, and tlie 
antics of some of them in a hard-fought finish are 
amusing. 

After tlie race, if it is not a selling affair, and 
his horse lias not won. the trainer follows his charge 
to tlie paddock, where perhaps he finds the owner 
already awaiting him. If victory lias lieen achieved 
there is generally a handshake, a word of congratu- 
lation and the horse's chances iu some future event 
arc discussed. The horse is being scraped and 
rubbed down, and the eager crowd, whose desire to 
be with the winner manifests itself plainly on the 
course or elsewhere, press forward and watch the 
animal’s toilet, sometimes crowding so close that 
they have to be warned that a race horse's heels 
are steel shod. 

It may be remarked in passing that few race 
horses kick from wanton viciousness when they arc 
lieing groomed or done up. Their skin is extremely 
tender and the frequent rubbing they receive lias 
an irritating effect upon it. It is because they are 
being hurt that they lash out and bite with apparent 
fury at the men who hold their heads during the 
operation. 

Once the rubbing ceases the eyes assume tlieir 
tranquil gaze, the ears are erect and when the light 
blankets are in place and the walking process to 
cool the fevered blood la-gins, witli a bunch of 
clover or a wisp of sweet hay to lie nibbled from 
the attendant's hand, they are models of tractahility. 

It may hap|>eii that a horse lias won a selling 
event, in which ease it Is the duty of the trainer to 
represent liis employer at the auction which fol- 
lows. If the horse is run up to a point where lie 
Is considered well sold lie is let go. but if tbe 
amount offered does not represent wluit the trainer 
thinks he is worth lie is bid in for tlie stable. It 
generally happens that there is no hid and the 
trainer's presence at the stand is merely perfunc- 
tory. 

The racing for the day concluded, tlie trainer 
goes to his stable, where the horses arc brought •mt 
for walking exercise, generally taking this recreation 
in a ring near the quarters. The tiest horse in the 
barn is usually in the lead, and as they pass in t li«*i r 
clean. cool white sheets with a smart lad at tlieir 
heads, they make a handsome appearance. 

While they walk the trainer looks through tlieir 
boxes to see that all is clean and regular, then the 
feed for the evening meal is allotted and placed in 
the stalls. The horses are then looked over and 
after half an bonr’s walk they are returned to tlieir 
stalls and the boys and men have their dinner, the 
trainer's meal being again shared by some acquaint, 
ance, in- if lie is a married man. by his wife or some 
other member of his family. 

After dinner, if the trainer 1ms a family and 
spends the nights at home, instructions arc given 
to the head lad and tlie day’s work for him is at an 
end. If he is a single man ami lives at the stable, 
he reads the newspapers or a hook. or indulges in 
a game of cards with a caller or visits some of his 
fellows mar by until nine o’clock or so. when In- 
turns into bed to dream that liis |>et two-year old 
has just won a big prize. A healthy calling fol- 
lowed by a lot of clean, healthy men. — New York 
Sun. 

ADAM COLT IN MADDEN STRING. 

New York. November 22. — John E. Madden will 
not have as many horses next year as he campaigned 
during the season just ended. lie sold every year- 
ling colt he developed at Hamburg l’lai-e to Richard 
T. Wilson. Jr., while the horses were at Saratoga, 
and ho has since disiaiscd of most of his fillies 

But Mr. Madden has a coming three-year old in 
his stable at Saratoga of which eastern horsemen 
expect fine things. The animal in question is the 
Adam colt Adam Bede, the dam of which is tbe 
English mare Grace Humbert. 

Adam Bede is a chestnut of truly heroic propor- 
lions. He was developed for the Newcastle Stable 
last spring by Thomas Welsh. He was the biggest 
and best-looking of tlie first Adam yearlings brought 
to the market by the proprietors of the Millstream 
Stud, and he sold for $4.10o at the Sbeepshoad Bay 
sales in July. 1999. 

No two-year-old Mr. Welsh trained at Gravesend 
last spring could work more impressively that this 
fellow, and he was a hot favorite in the only race 
in which he started. He was beaten in that rare 
because lie was awkward and green, and shortly 
after this defeat lie bruised one of his feet on a 
stone and Mr. Welsh put him temporarily mil of 
training. Mr. Madden purchased Adam Bede at the 
dispersal sale of the Neweastle Stable at Saratoga, 
and Mr. Welsh declared at the time that tlie big 
cbestunt was tlie bargain of tlie sale. 

Mr. Madden lias no occasion to regret the purchase 
of Adam Beiic. The Adam colt is sixteen hands 
tall and lie is spreading in all directions. The 
master of Hamburg Place, who makes few mistakes 
iu estimating the quality of a race horse, is confi- 
dent he will develop first-class form next season, 
and numerous engagements will lie made for him 
next winter in three-year -old sis-eials to lie run at 
metropolitan tracks next spring and summer. Mr. 
Madden is always on the lookout for good material 
for stock lturmises and if this fellow iloos not dis- 
appoint his expectations, he will lie retired to the 
stud when he is through with racing.
